When Mr. Rohrer returned from New York 
he reported the situation regarding the printing of your 
"NOTES AND MONOGRAPHS", and also sent us a copy of No.3l. 


In accordance with his suggestion, we are giving you prices 

two ways. The first would consist of 96 pages of text, and 

52 pages of halftones, all to be printed at one time, and on 
the same stock. The other proposition would be 64 pages of 

text that we would print, and you to send us 32 plates to be 
tipped into the book. 


For furnishing 800 copies of the 96 page book, text and 
halftones to be printed by us, and all on the same paper, 

which would require no tipping, our price would be approximately 
$315.00, and additional 80 copies would be approximately $11.25. 


On the other proposition, 800 copies made up of 64 pages of 
text printed by us, and 32 plates tipped in, our price would be 
approximately $304.00, and additional 80 copies would cost 
$19.25. 


Mr. Rohrer was not quite sure of the quantity, and I understand 
‘phoned to you, and that you wanted to make sure that we would 
deliver 800 copies, and I believe you suggested that we figure 
on 800, with a 10% additional run. We can assure you, of course, 
that if you ordered 800 copies that we would give you full count. 


Inasmuch as you have not yet determined how you would want to 
have the job handled, and knowing that you were anxious for this 
information as soon as possible, we went over it as carefully as 
possible in the time that we had, and while the prices are fairly 
accurate we would ask that you consider them more or less 
approximate.

In other words, after you have decided how you want to handle 
them you could take it up with us again, and we could give you 
prices that would apply, depending on how you decide to do the 
work. 


We have counted on a very good grade of 80# coated paper for 
the inside, the book to be sewed, with pasted cover, round 
cornered, and the cover stock to be a Brown, 65¢ basis, Crash 
Finish, and to be printed on all four pages, and also the back- 
bone. 


So far as the composition is concerned we can match exactly the 
type that was used on the sample issue we have, which is 9 pt. 
Old Style No.1, leaded 2 pts., type page of 17 x 29 picas. 


The one proposition that Mr. Rohrer asked us about, namely of 
sewing in the gelatin plates, is practically out of the question. 
The book would not stay together, and would be almost twice as 
thick at the binding edge as at the front, and would be a job 
that I am sure you would not want. Our plan is to tip in the 
halftones wherever they should come, pasting them very carefully 

the backbone, and in this way you would have a first class job, 
that is providing you want the gelatin plates. However, we 
believe that your best proposition is to have the halftones sent 
to us, and to be run in right with the text, and we can assure 
you of an excellent piece of work, providing you furnish us with 
good halftones. The job that we have figured on does not include 
any color work, the whole job to be run in black ink. 


No doubt our Mr. Rohrer will be in New York again next week, and 
if so he will call to see you, but in the meantime if you have any 
further thoughts on the matter I would be glad to have you 

advise us. It will be a pleasure to work with you on whatever 
plan you decide to use, and hope that you will find our prices 
interesting.

We are sending you today under separate 
cover a sheet of the insert plates for the French Medal 
Monograph. We have now received the entire shipment of 
these plates, and while we have not yet had the opportunity 
to examine them closely to verify the positions relative to 
the text pages, yet we have taken occasion to look over the 
printed sheets from a mechanical point of view. 


It may be that our criticism of the workmanship on these 
sheets is unnecessarily harsh, since we do not pretend to know 
anything whatever of the method by which these plates were 
printed. It does seem to us, however, that the letter press 
at least would have very much superior if it had been done 

by the ordinary printing process, and we believe if you will 
examine the text portion you will agree with us in our 
statement, Go far as the medals and other subjects are concerned, 
the work may be satisfactory from your point of view, but 

in our estimation, it is far inferior to the work done in 
connection with the Spanish Monograph you had previously given 
uS aS sample, and which were printed from halftone plates. 


We are paying very close personal attention to the manufacture 
of this volume, as we are very anxious to have it look as well 
as possible. Since, however, we have received these insert 
plates we have decided that it would hardly be advisable for 
us to have our imprint on the work, as anyone examining the 
book would naturally conclude that we were responsible for the 
plates as well as the text and binding. We would appreciate a 
line from you as to your candid opinion of this matter. In 
the meantime we will proceed with the work yet to be done from 
our end of the job.

Colts of Ambraciae The reason for sending them is that I desire to have you 
check up on the placement,and to make sure that these will fold properly and 
afford no complications when bound. nok 


For your information, there are 19 of these double plates. Tie tan on the 
first sheet comprise Plates I to VIII, and XV and XVI - the last two being 
arranged for a lateral fold, and the others to fold in eights. 


The second sheet contains the remiining plates, with Plate XVIII as the odd 
plate, XVII and XIX being folded in eights. 


I have sent also a unit eight from the first sheet folded, although this was 
hardly necessary. 


Please note that each coin has the obverse above the reverse with a number 
in between them; and that the obverse has a separate number preceded by A. On 
the reverse, the number is preceded by P. We desire to have these A and P num- 
bers printed in italics so that the slant of the letter will be in line with the 
edge of the coin. The other numbers need not be italics unless you think it ad- 
visable for uniformity. 


I am sending a sample plate from a preceding monogtaph to show the size pre- 
viously used, but I should prefer a sMaller sized letter for the A and P numbers 
in order that the Median figure might be more prominent. If these italic numbers 
had been inserted with the plates arranged symmetrically because they are all on 
the one side of the illustration, it would have resulted in the plates being lop- 
sided. In consequence, we have shifted the folding line, which will be sewn 
slightly to one side so that the left hand portion of each plate is nearer the 
sewn line and the right hand one further removed. This will overcome, when the 
Plate is printed, the unbalance which would otherwise have resulted. 


Our question now is whether the adjustments outlined above have been too greate 
I hope this complicated explanation will not mystify you, and that you will be able 
to give me a fairly prompt and a decisive answer not later than Saturday of this

On looking over this 
matter carefully it seems clear to us, and the plates then- 
selves will make up in sections to sew in 8-page forms as per 
your outline. Since we have no means of checking up on the 
plates as they will face when folded, we can only presume that 
you have arranged these plates so that the proper ones will 
face. Your marks on the sheet, showing how the double plates 
will cut so as to fold, are perfectly clear, as is also your 
note regarding those arranged for a lateral fold. 


We do not anticipate any difficulty in printing 
the A and B numbers, nor the Median figures. We will look | 
carefully over the matter and suggest a size Italic figure that 
we believe will be plainly readable, and yet small enough to 
be subordinate to the size of type used for the Median number. 


We have not yet been able to calculate the exact 
amount of space these small A and P numbers will occupy, and 
consequently we have not verified the margin that will be allowed 
after the plates have been imprinted. A cursory examination 
however seems to indicate that they are satisfactory. We will 
therefore look into the whole situation more carefully and 
suggest a letter to be used for both kinds of numbers, and will 
also check up closely on the margins. 


Since you have sent us this sample sheet, are we 
to presume that the entire edition of 19 double plates has been 
printed, and are ready to forward to us for imprinting when- 
ever we pass the word that we are in shape to handle them?

Mr. Smith has shown me your letter of 
August 13th and we have checked up on the printing of 
the Monograph "FRENCH COLONIAL DECORATIONS". 


I did not have an opportunity of looking over the 100 copies 
sent you in advance, and the large shipment going off today 
was already cased up when Mr. Smith showed me your letter. 
While your letter is dated August 13th, yet it was only 
received with our second mail about noon time today. 


We had a package ready for Dr. Gillingham containing some 
untrimmed copies, as well as some trimmed copies, and this 
package I had them open for me so I could examine the binding. 


The fact that some of the back edges are wrinkled, is entirely 
due to the squeeze necessary on the cutter when they are 

being trimmed. We have tried to overcome this as much as 
possible, but apparently on this book we were not able to get 
away from it entirely. I believe this is the usual difficulty 
with sewed books that require trimming. The cutting machine 
must necessarily exert a powerful squeeze in order to keep 

the books from twisting when they are being trimmed, and it is 
a& hard matter to get away from some of the wrinkles. 


The books that are being sent to Dr. Gillingham which are not 
trimmed do not show any wrinkles whatever, which shows that the 
difficulty is entirely with the trimming. 


this also has some little effect on the back edges, but I am 
Satisfied that the reason some of the edges are not as sharp 

as they might be is because of the book containing such a large 
percentage of tipped in plates, Almost half of the book is 
made up of tip-ins, and these usually did not come between 
siiiteitiigasas? 3, it was necessary to open up 8 and 12-page

Signatures to slip in the plates, and it is a very hard 
matter to get them entirely flush with the back edge, and 
this would have a tendency to show a greater bulk just a 
little bit in from the back edge and makes it difficult to 
get a square back. 


I went into the matter thoroughly with our bindery foreman, 
not only to determine the trouble on this job, but to try 
to overcome some of these difficulties on your future books. 


I dislike very much to offer excuses and I do not want you 

to consider this letter merely as excuses, but I am trying to 
point out the difficulties encountered in trying to make a 
first class job in every way on a small book of this kind. 

In covering these books unusual care had to be exercised 
because it is a size that is very close to the minimum that 
our covering machine (which by the way is a new one and of 

the latest model) is guaranteed to take, and it is not handled 
as easily as a book of larger dimensions. 


These details may not be of interest to you, but yet I 

believe they will because I consider your letter as constructive 
criticism, and I want you to feel quite sure that we are 

trying in every way to please you with our work and service, 

and it is only by these criticisms that we are able to transmit 
our short comings to the people in the plant and in this way 
try to get even better results, and I am hopeful that the 
Monograph which we are now printing will show up better. 


Mr. Smith has asked me to write you also regarding the plates 
for the Ravel Monograph, and would like to have these sent as 
soon as possible so that he may have as much time as possible 
for the imprinting that we have to do. ‘Therefore, will you 
please have them sent to us as soon as they are completed.

At the request of our Mr. R. H. Rohrer we have set up one 
galley from the mamuscript you had furnished us, including page 
15, in order to show the format of the new pamphlet. We have set 
the text in the same style and size as "The Colts of Ambracia", 
setting the footnotes in 6 point with the intention of putting 
the footnotes at the foot of the page in each case. We have fol- 
lowed the manuscript as closely as possible in order that this 
sample might serve as accurately as possible from which to form 
your final conclusions. 


Mr. Rohrer called the writer's attention particularly to 
the archaic Greek on page 15, and we, therefore, show this in our 
regular font of Greek. We believe, however, this does not illustrate 
the matter as you desire, and in order to effect an improvement if 
possible from type, we have made an exhaustive research of matrix 
Catalogs, as well as Type Founders material, and we must confess 
they are all woefully deficient in material of this character. 
If, therefore, this does not illustrate the matter properly we 
believe the only solution would be to fall back on the method you 
suggest of reproducing by zinc etching these particular words. 


This at once brings up a new difficulty, to wit, the im- 
possibility of inserting a line engraving as small as this would 
necessitate without danger of it being broken or lost in printing 
as it is almost impossible to justify a line so small with the ; 
text, and make a presentable appearance without having considerable 
increased space both above and below. 


There is one solution which presents itself to the 

that would be in his opinion entirely satisfactory, ae outa ae 
a first class appearance. That would be to set up the material 
make etchings of these archaic Greek words, having them reduced 
to the proper size, and allow space in the text wherever they 
would fall, and in this way submit you proofs of all this material 
with the Greek words pasted in position until you had finally re- 
leased them as being correct. We would then take the parti eanie 
pages containing this archaic Greek, electrotype them, make a 
separate electrotype of the etching of Greek words, cut them out

and insert them in the electrotype of the page in their proper 
positions, and in this way avoid an unsightly space above and 

below these words. This seems to be rather a lengthy method, 

but we believe it is the only manner in which perfect results 

can be obtained. 


This brings us to the matter of the 6 photo gelatine 
plates, which our Mr. Rohrer advises the writer you are planning 
to produce, and to have appear at the end of the pamphlet. All 
of these plates would be printed on one side of the sheet only, 
and would be inserted each with its own tongue in order to avoid 
tipping. As Mr. Rohrer has requested the writer to give you his 
opinion as to the proper position in which to print these plates 
we are submitting herewith exhibit "A", which shows the position 
occupied on the necessary sheet of paper, using page 117 of text 
as a basis. 


You will observe we have taken a sheet 5 x 7", have allow- 
ed 1/8" trim at the head, and 1/4" trim each front and ¢ei1,, ‘als 
lowing the running head to appear 13/16" from the top of the sheet. 
The left side of the page of type would appear 1" from the edge of 
the paper, fhis would allow a to e of 3/8" (as well as a margin 
of 5/8" on séhn side of the fold) which would extend around the 
Signature. Our reason for showing the page type in this position 
is that the plate (the size of which we do not know) should be 
centered on this page of text, Wery likely the plate will be 
longer or wider than this page of typs in which case it should 
not be exactly centered over the type’page, but should be thrown 
Slightly more to the right and foot than an exact center. We 
hope we have made ourselves clear, and that this will give you 
our idea of the plates' position on the printed sheet, course, 
it is unfortunate that the plates could not be printed on both 
Sides of the sheet, in order that they would fold up as signatures, 
and in this way avoid a tongue, particularly in this case where 
we would have six of these to contend with at the rear of the 
volume. We presume, however, this is unavoidable. 


Mr. Rohrer has also requested the writer to take up with 
you the manner of printing these plates on the sheet, advising 
me that it was your plan to print the 6 plates for this pamphiet, 
together with 4 plates for a later pamphlet on one sheet of paper, 
having the heads all appear one way, and all to print on one side 
of the sheet. As his impression was that four of the later plates, 
together with one of this section would appear in the top row, and 
the entire five remaining ones would appear in the second row of 
plates we are submitting exhibit "B", which illustrates our under- 
standing of this sheet of plates. 


As we understand there would be some necessary imprinting on 
these plates, either of a plate number or a legend, this arrangement 
seems to the writer not quite ideal, inasmuch as it would be necessary 
for us to make two, probably three sections of plates for imprinting, 
at the best rather unwieldy forms. The other four plates would, there- 
fore, be printed either as one signature, or more likely two. In 
order to improve this, if possible, we submit herewith exhibit “C’,

showing the six plates [ numbered 1),a11 at one end of the sheet, 
and the four plates for the later volume{ numbered 2%, at the 
other end of the sheet. This would permit each set’ of plates to 
be printed in not more than two forms, which could be so arranged 
as to be very easily printed;—in fact each lot could be printed 


as one form if so desired. 


On the basis of our exhibit "A", including the necessary 
3/8" tongue on each plate, the size of sheet required would be

We regret that we have not been able to pass this informa- 
tion to you more promptly, but as the matter appealed to the writer 
as more than usually intricate he thought it best to have all de- 
tails worked out as carefully as possible, rather than to give you 
a premature, or more or less incomplete report,more promptly. We 
hope this will give you the information you desire, and would be 
pleased to have your comments on the sample which we are enclosing 


herewith.

As I explained 
to your Mr Roahrer yesterday, my thought was to have the see plate 
pasted onto the first one, the fourth pasted to the third, ami the 
sixth to the fifth. This would eliminate three of the folds which 
would otherwise prove so objectionable at the back of the monograph. 
Would not this be a possible solution? 


It seems to me that you suggestion of electro=-plating the 
pages containing Greek inscriptions is an admirable one, md that it 
can be carried out without unduly increasing the cost. Have you 
someone who can do this work at Lancaster - that is, transcribing the 
inscriptions? I am enclosing a sheet from the"Numismatic Chronicle" 
showing the font which they use for such purposes. It would be our 
idea to have the letter similar in style to this font, a condition 
which could be brought about I should think, by using a stub or bail 
pointed pen. If you cannot find some means of having this work done 
at Lancaster, we can probably arrange to have ‘it done here, although 
I should prefer #6 avoid this if possible. If it proves necessary 
however, Please give me some indication of the increase in size that 
you desire so that the proportions of the length of the word to the
